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1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art 
Brew et al (USPN 5,667,902) teaches a high moisture barrier polypropylene packaging film 
comprising a base layer comprising a) isotactic polypropylene and b) up to 9% by weight of a 
resin modifier, preferably a low molecular weight hydrogenated hydrocarbon having a number 
average molecular weight less than about 5000, preferably fi-om about 500 to about 1000; 
wherein a preferred embodiment includes a heat-sealable outer layer, and wherein Brew et al 
fiirther teach that in order to improve certain properties of the resultant film, effective amounts of 
additives such as anti-blocking agents, antistatic agents and/or slip agents may be contained in 
the base layer and/or skin layer(s), wherein preferred slip agents include waxes with the effective 
added amount of lubricant varying fi*om 0.1 to 2% by weight. However, Brew et al do not teach 
or render obvious that the base layer comprises a combination of a hydrocarbon resin with a 
mean molecular weight of 600 to 1500 and a wax having a mean molecular weight Mn of from 
200 to 700, wherein the Applicant has shown that such a combination provides unexpected 
synergistic results with regards to the barrier properties of the film.
